To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Wirksworth  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  the  Biblic  health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1956. 

The  report  gives  detailed  information  of  statistics 
including  vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District.  The  work  of  tho 
Sanitary  Department  is  described ’in  detail  in  the  Public  Health  Inspector's 
report  and  illustrates  well  the  variety  of  duties  which  that  department 
i3  called  upon  to  perform. 

Wirksworth  is  an  old  historic  town,  and  as  you  will  observe, 
there  has  been  a  small  but  continual  rise  in  population  over  the  years. 

In  tho  year  under  review,  you  will  note  tho  relatively  small  incidence  of 
Infectious  Diseases.  The  death  rate  is  down,  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year,  and  the  birth  rate  lias  risen.  In  tho  causes  of  death,  Cardiac  diseases 
top  the  list,  and  unfortunately  Cancer  is  still  very  prominent. 

Tho  drive  for  bettor  housing  conditions  continues,  and  under 
the  five  year  housing  plan,  a  commencement  has  been  made  in  the  building 
of  houses,  which  will  provide  accommodation  for  occupants  of  unfit  properties, 
upon  which  "Time  and  Place  Noticos"  will  ultimately  bo  served. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  mado  in  instituting  the  Pood 
Hygiene  Regulations,  1955/56,  and  you  will  note  that  the  majority  of  shopkeepers 
have  responded,  and  are  installing  the  up-to-date  requirements. 

Atmospheric  pollution  from  dust  in  a  quarrying  area,  is  always 
a  problem,  and  ovcry  effort  is  made  to  enlist  the  co-operation  of  the  firms 
involved,  and  so  comba.t  this  umpleasant  condition.  Although  smoko  pollution 
is  not  a  marked  feature  in  this  area,  the  Council,  are  none  the  less  mindful 
01  tho  domestic  fire,  and  will  doubtless  seek  to  install  smokeless  fuel  . 
appliancos  in  future  building. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
tho  Members  of  the  Council,  for  their  co-operation  and  helpful  understanding. 

I  am  over  appreciative  of  tho  conscientious  and  methodical  manner  in  which 
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Mr.  Taylor,  Public  Health  Officer,  attends  to  his  duties,  and  to  him 
and  the  Staff  who  render  mo  assistance,  I  tender  my  since ro  thanks.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

(a)  Both  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  water  supplied  for  the  Middleton 
and  the  Ivirksworth  Area  have  been  satisfactory  during  the  year  1956, 
and  the  actual  results  of  all  samples  taken  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  submitted  for  Bacteriological  Examination  aro  sot  out 
in  the  Inspector’s  portion  of  this  report, 

(b)  No  major  works  of  improvements  to  plant  or  sources  of  supply  havo 
boon  carried  out  during  the  year. 

(c)  Further  lengths  of  water  main  woro  taken  out  and  ronowod  in  the 
Bole hill  and  Stooplo  Crango  aroa  during  1956,  in  order  to  complete 
the  progL  aixio  of  improvements  commenced  in  this  region  during  the 
previous  year.  The  agreed  programme  has  now  boon  completed  and 
this  lias  improved  tho  v/ator  supply  to  properties  in  this  vicinity. 
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(d)  No  further  action  has  "boon  takon  with  regard  to  provision  of  water

HOUSING  BY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

As  explained  in  my  1955  report,  tho  whole  of  tho  Council's  Building 

Programme  is  now  concentrated  on  tho  now  Main  Si  to  West  of  Derby  Road,  Virksworth 
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and  during  the  year  under  review  the  Council  have  provided  a  further 
twenty  housing  units  of  accomodation  consisting  of  the  foliating :  - 

giulcsworth  in  in  Derby  Road  Si  to. 

20  x  3  Bedroonod  Houses, 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  work  is  progressing 
favourably  on  a  furthor  twelve  x  throe  bedroomod  houses  and  ono  pair 

of  Old  Booplos  Bungalows,  together  with  all  necessary  roadworks,  sewers 
and  water  mains  etc, 

Thu  Council  have  also  placed  an  order  with  the  Contractors  for 
a  further  pair  of  Old  Peoples  Bungalows , 

HOUSING  -  GaUGH/vLhY. 

The  remarks,  which  I  made  in  my  1955  report  regarding  the  high 
coot  of  repairs,  still  apply  throughout  the  trade,  and  the  Council  will 
appreciate  the  difficulties  experienced  in  dealing  with  repairs  to  old 
properties  upon  which  thoro  is  no  reasonable  financial  return  to  tho  owners. 
By  now  the  Council  are  aware  of  my  feelings  upon  those  matters,  and  know 
full  well  that  in  dealing  with  complaints  an  effort  is  made  to  appreciate 
both  points  of  view,  i.e.  the  owner's  and  the  occupier's,  so  that  some 
degree  of  equity  is  obtainod. 

The  Counoil  have  now  come  need  their  five  year  housing  plan,  and 
tho  houses  which  I  have  reported  as  being  in  process  of  building  are  the 
first  twelve  to  bo  used  for  re-housing  occupants  from  unfit  properties.

Tho  private  development  plans  envisaged  by  my  Council  on  a  portion 
of  the  now  Dorby  Bead  Estate  now  appoar  to  bo  bearing  fruit,  and  plans  have 
already  boon  approved  for  a  dotachod  house  on  tho  Northern  portion  of  this 
Ootato.  It  is  anticipated  that  work  will  commence  on  this  building  early

Once  again,  tho  Council  have  continued  to  exercise  strict  control 
throughout  the  whole  of  their  area  during  tho  year,  with  the  result  that 
there  lias  been  no  growth  of  undesirable  unlicensed  dwellings  or  sites  within 
the  boundarios  of  tho  Urban  District. 

In  the  table  of  General  Sanitary  Administration  I  have  shown 
one  site  and  one  dwelling  under  tho  sub-hoading  of  "movoablo  dwellings". 

It  was  proposed  to  station  this  caravan  in  an  outlying  part  of 
tho  district  and  use  it  occasionally  for  toilet  and  subsistence  purposes 
by  tho  owner  of  the  land  whenever  ho  visited  the  site  to  attend  to  his 
property,  An  application  was  made  undor  tho  Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts, 

1 947  and  1 95*1 ,  and  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  General  Development  Order, 
1950,  to  park  this  four  berth  caravan,  but  it  was  refused  on  tho  grounds  that: 

1 )  The  caravan  would  bo  injurious  to  the  amenities  of  the  area  by 
its  prominent  siting. 

2)  There  was  an  existing  building  which  could  be  adapted  to  meet 
tho  noed, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AMD  DISINFECTION. 

In  so  far  as  disinfection  is  concornod  during  tho  year,  195&,  there 
was  only  one  case  of  Scarlet  Pevor  notified-  in  the-  Urban  Area.  After  the 
premises  concornod  had  boon  visited  and  the.  usual  advice  givon  and

disinfectant  issued,  the  necessary  isolation  was  secured  at  home. 

Terminal  disinfection  is  carried  out  by  my  Staff  at  the  end  of 
isolation  whenever  necessary • 

DISINFESTATION. 

Onco  again  no  cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  v/ere  brought  to  my 
notice  during  tho  year. 

As  in  previous  years,  complaints  wore  rocoivod  from  time  to  time 
regarding  infestation  of  old  properties  with  woodworm  and  the  doath  watch 
bootlo,and  in  all  instances  the  occupants  wore  given  tho  necessary  advice 
and  instructions  on  how  to  deal  with  these  pests. 

Tho  Council’s  Powder  Blowers  and  Insecticide  Sprayers  ware  used 

whenever  nocessary  with  gratifying  results. 
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In  certain  instances  during  the  year  tho  Council  Staff 
carriod  out  disinfestation  for  bootlos  etc.  on  priva to  proporty  and  the 
usual  privato  works  charges  mado,  advice  and  assistance  woro  also  givon 
at  tho  local  Hospital. 

In  tho  oarly  part  of  the  year  under  review  it  foil  to  tho  lot  of 
tho  i'lodical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself  to  invostigato  two  casos  whoro 

housos  woro  occupiod  hy  old  ladios.  Tho  conditions  under  which  thoso  persons 

■ 

wore  living  made  it  imperative  to  take  action,  although  it  can  ho  vory 
difficult  to  docido  what  is  the  host  course  to  adopt  whon  peoplo  may  have  to 
he  doprivod  of  certain  of  their  personal  lihortios,  and  any  right-thinking 
official  may  frequently  hositato  to  take  final  action  until  overy  other 
possible  approach  has  boon  tried  and  failed.  Vory  often  it  is  truo  to  state 
that  aged  peoplo  are  happier  whon  loft  in  their  old  surroundings  oven  if  thoso 
do  not  measure  up  to  modern  standards  of  hygiene.  Howovor,  the  two  casos  to 
which  I  refer  v/ero  eventually  dealt  with  satisfactorily  by  porsuasivo  methods 
and  the  old  ladios  removed  to  official  homos,  whoro  they  could  receive  propor 
attention.  Following  their  romoval,  I  thon  made  arrangements  for  tho  nooossar; 
disinfestation  of  tho  promises*

Once  a -a in  this  department  experienced  more  than  its  share  of 
sickness  during  the  year  undor  roviow,  but  dospito  this  fact  it  has 
boon  possiblo  to  maintain  a  weekly  collection  of  household  and  trade 
refuse,  except,  of  course,  during  holidays  and  very  inclomont  woathor, 
PUring  periods  of  severe  woathor  conditions  the  Council  will  appreciate 
tnnt  the  lorry  lias  to  turn  over  to  snowploughing  dutios  and  then  for  a 
short  time  the  work  of  refuse  collection  is  thrown  out  of  schodulo, 
i additional  Staff  is  always  providod  after  such  periods  in  order  to 
catch  up  with  the  work,  however,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  noto  that  very 
few  complaints  indeed  woro  received  from  the  General  Public. 

In  addition  to  tho  work  of  refuse  collection,  a  weekly  collection 
of  pail  and  privy  closets  was  also  maintained.  The  Wirksworth  Town 
Refuse  continued  to  bo  dealt  with  at  the  Hopton  Refuse  Tip  and  tho 
Middle ton-by-W irkswor th  Refuse  at  Middleton  Tip.

v, irksworth  areas.  This  was  only  possible  by  working  on  Saturdays  and 
Sundays  during  the  months  of  September,  October  and  November.  However, 

I  am  hsppy  to  say  that  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  Matlock 
Public  Health  Inspector  has  fully  recovered  his  health  and  has  returned 
to  his  duties.

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7.  Ice-Groan  Regulations. 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  I  jointly  inspected  three 
additional  shops  where  it  v/as  desired  to  sell  ice-cream,  and,  after 
our  recommendations  had  been  carried  out,  the  premises  wore 
registered  by  the  Council.  The  total  registrations  of  premises 
for  the  purpose  of  the  sale  of  ice-cream  now  stands  at  19.  All 
these  premises  have  been  regularly  visited  by  me  and  monthly  samples 
have  been  taken  wherever  possible  and  submitted  to  the  County 
Bacteriologist  for  examination. 

For  your  information  I  tabulate  below  results  of  the  samples 
which  I  have  taken  on  your  behalf  during  the  year  195^:-

The  above  results  moan  that  out  of  a  total  of  95  samples  taken 
by  me,  only  one  was  unsatisfactory,  and  in  this  instance  the  matter 
was  taken  up  with  the  Manufacturer  and  the  Local  Authority  concerned. 

Immediate  steps  were  also  taken  by  me  to  have  the  remaining  ice-cream 
stocks  withdrawn  by  the  Manufacturer  and  replaced  with  fresh  ice-cream 
the  same  day.  In  fact  within  an  hour  of  receiving  my  notice  regarding 
the  unsatisfactory  sample  all  the  ice-cream  in  stock  had  been  returned 
to  the  Manufacturer.  Although  no  satisfactory  explanation  could  be 
found,  for  the  failure  of  this  one  sample,  detailed  investigations  were 
carried  out  by  the  Chief  Health  Inspector  of  the  City  concerned.  It  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  during  a  three-w/ay  discussion  between  that  colleague, 
the  Manufacturer  and  myself,  a  complete  understanding  of  the  situation 
developed, and  an  undertaking  was  given  by  the  Wholesaler  that  if  they  were 
unfortunate  enough  to  have  any  further  provisional  Grade  3  or  A  Ice-Cream 
samples  taken  in  this  area  then  they  would  withdraw/  the  bad  batch  in 
question  and  replace  with  fresh  stock  immediately.  For  my  part,  I 
undertook  to  supply  copies  of  all  reports  of  samples  taken  in  this  area 
from  that  particular  Manufacturer  and  not  just  those  showing  an  unsatisfactory 
result,  as  this  v/ould  then  enable  the  Manufacturer  to  bring  the  matter  into 
a  bettor  perspective.  The  firm  assured  me  in  writing  that  they  were  only 
too  happy  to  collaborate  in  any  way  which  would  ensure  the  Public  receiving 

their  products  in  tip-top  condition. 
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To  my  mind,  the  above  results  nore  than  repay  tho  time  and 

trouble  taken  in  sampling,  and  I  think  that  tho  abovo  figures  are  truly 
impressive. 

In  all  cases,  whatever  tho  results,  copies  of  the  County 
Bacteriologist’s  Sapor t  have  been  forwarded  to  tho  respective  Retailers 
so  that  they  are  kept  fully  informed.  Many  Retailers  continue  to  display 

these  results  in  their  shop  promises  for  the  information  of  tho  purchasing 
Public. 

8.  Food  Hygiene  Regulations T  1938/56. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  at  no  small  cost  to  other  essential 
routine  duties,  I  had  managed  to  inspect  tho  wholo  of  the  food  retail 
shops  in  the  TTirksworth  and  Middleton  aroas.  These  have  all  boon 
tabulated  on  "Record  of  Food  Premises  Cards"  and  roportod,  in  stages, 
to  the  various  Public  Health  Committee  Meetings  of  my  Council.  Each 
onop  has  been  dealt  with  individually  upon  its  merits,  and, where  applicable, 
Exemption  Certificates  have  been  issued.  I  may  add  that  such  certificates 

have  not  boon  issued  lightly  and  there  have  been  very  special  reasons  in 
each  case. 

The  majority  of  the  shopkeepers  have  responded  magnificently 
to  my  requests  and  at  considerable  cost  to  themselves  have  installed  the 
necessary  washbasins,  sinks,  hot  and  cold  water  and  drainage  to  their  shops 
and  promises.  In  one  particular  instance  the  provision  of  thoso  facilities 
will  moan  building  an  annex  to  the  existing  premises  and  plans  have  been 
submitted  and  approved  for  this  work. 

In  addition  to  tho  above  improvements  already  made,  a  number  of 
retailors  have  placed  orders  with  ELunbors  and  Builders  for  improvements 

to  ho  carried  out,  hut  owing  to  prossuro  of  work  those  have  not  yet  heon 
completed. 

Although  it  has  not  always  been  easy  to  persuade  shopkeepers  that 
various  improvements  wore  necessary  to  comply  with  thoso  regulations,  yet 
it  is  very  interesting  to  note,  that  having  once  installed  the  various 
sanitary  fittings,  I  find  on  ro-inr  action  that  the  same  shopkeepers  wonder 
how  they  managed  before  the  improvements  were  carried  out. 

There  is  still  much  work  to  be  done  under  this  heading,  but  I 
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personally,  am  more  than  satisfied  with  the  progress  which  lias  been  made 


during  the  last  year.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (MILK  AND  DAIRIES )

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS ,  1949. 

(a)  Routine  sampling  of  Pasteurised  Milks  has  been  carried  out  by  no 
during  1956,  and  a  total  of  126  samples  have  been  submitted  to  the 
County  Bacteriologist  for  examination.  Of  those,  93  were  pronounced 
satisfactory  under  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  none  unsatisfactory  under 
the  Phosphatase  Test.  The  reason  for  the  discrepancy  between  the  number 
of  samples  taken  and  the  number  of  Methylene  Blue  Tests  carried  out,  is 
explained  by  the  fact  that  in  33  instances  this  test  was  not  carried  out 

owing  to  the  shade  temperature  exceeding  65 

The  above  results  speak  for  themselves,  of  course,  and  when  one 
realises  that  there  were  no  failures  out  of  126  samples  taken  by  mo  an 
your  area, this  indeed  is  an  excellent  result.  I  feel  sure  the  Council 
will  agree  that  the  sampling  undertaken  bears  positive  proof  of  the  high 
standard  of  tho  milk  sold  to  the  Public  in  this  area,  and  when  results 
such  as  these  can  be  obtained  over  a  period  of  one  year  it  is  obvious 
that  organised  sampling  has  the  desired  effect. 


(b )  In  addition  to  the  above  designated  milk  samples,  four  samples  of  Raw 

T.T.  Milk  were  also  taken  by  me  and  submitted  to  the  County  Bacteriologist 
for  Methylene  Blue  Tests  and  Biological  Tests.  In  all  four  samples  a 
condition  of  tuberculosis  was  not  found  in  guinea  pigs  by  post  mortem 
examination  forty- two  days  after  inoculation,  and  these  we re,  therefore, 
pronounced  satisfactory  under  the  Biological  Tests.  Of  the  four  samples 
submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  however,  one  was  completely 
decolourised  at  the  end  of  four  hours  and  this  result  indicated  that  the 
keeping  quality  of  this  particular  sample  was  unsatisfactory.  You  will 
appreciate  that  this  raw  milk  sample  was  taken  from  a  farm  over  which  the 
Council  have  no  immediate  control,  and,  therefore,  upon  receipt  of  the 
unsatisfactory  result  I  contacted  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
and  requested  them  to  investigate  through  their  Local  Inspector.  The 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  Inspector  investigated  the  matter  and 
following  his  inspection  of  the  farm  premises  informed  me  that  there  was  a 
defect  in  technique  in  sterilising  clusters.  Advice  was  given  and  the 
necessary  equipment  ordered  by  the  farmer  concerned*

The  three  Fish  Frying  Premises  in  this  Area  have  all  received 
routine  inspections  during  the  yoar,  and  I  am  ploased  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  conditions  obtaining  therein  are  satisfactory. 

No  further  ^Iterations  have  been  carried  out  to  any  of  the  fish 
frying  premises  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  procedure  of  ’’Voluntary  Surrender'"  has  continued  to  work 

satisfactorily,  and  in  no  instance  has  it  been  necessary  to  take  Statutory 
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Action  over  the  condemnation  of  fish.

BAKEHOUSES. 

As  will  be  seen  from  my  statistics  under  General  Sanitary 
Administration  at  the  commencement  of  this  report,  one  of  the  three  Bakehouses 


in  the  birksworth  Urban  District  still  remains  out  of  uso. 

Regular  routine  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to  those  promises, 
and  i  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  certain  improvements  have  been 
carried  out  to  the  old  typo  bakehouse  premises  situated  in  the  centre  of  the 
Town,  In  April,  a  new  floor  was  provided  in  this  bakehouse  arid  lator  in 
the  year  two  new  ceilings  were  provided,  I  am  still  pressing  for  further 
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improvements  to  be  made. 


Minor  improvements  are  required  in  order  to  fully  comply  with 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  at  the  modern  bakehouse  in  Middleton,  and. 
it  is  anticipated  that  those  will  be  completed  during  the  coming  year. 

ihe  standard  of  bread  and  confectionery  produced  from  both 
the so  promises  appears  to  bo  of  a  good  quality,  and  I  have  had  no 
complaints  whatsoever  from  the  Public  during  the  period  under  review. 

CONCLUDING  REMARKS. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  and  to  the 
Ox ficers  and  Staff  of  all  departments  for  their  assistance  throughout 
the  year,  and  in  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Foreman  and 
"Workmen  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  in 
carrying  out  the  essential  day-to-day  routine  duties.
